The skirmishing for positions in the battle 
for me World's Fair is fairly begun. Chi- 
cago and New York are tne real contestants, 
with St. Louis held back as a reserve force 
“tor New York, and Washington patiently 
waltung for its big rivals to tire each other 
out .The New-Yorkers attempted a fine 
of strategy by trymg to have the 
srength of ail the other cities shown 
fest With this advantage they pro- 
posed to send a big delegation over headed 
py Chauncey Depew and W. C. Whitney and 
nde a display so far exceeding that of all 
the other cities that there would be no ques- 
ton of New York getting the Fair right on 
thestart. They bad fixed on Saturday as 
theday when they wanted to be heard and 
at he same time they kindly arranged that 
Chicago should present its case Wednesday. 
They had the codperation of St. Louis.  To- 
day, however, Senator Farwell told Chair- 
man Hiscock that he thought next Monday 
would about suit the Chicago committee, but 
if there was a great hurry they. would be 
Willing to present their claims Saturday. 
They were quite willing to divide the time 
-that day with New York, and they did not 


know but that it would be a good thing for 
* the two committees to make their statements 


“the same day, so that the Quadri-Centennial 


Committee could judge between them. When 


the New-Yorkers hear this tomorrow itis 


to de held in Chicago in 189%. That's how the at- 


‘ fair is fited today.

Asaresult of the agitation concerning the 
proposed World's Fair, there bas been an influx 
of Chicagoans to put in a good word for their city 
with Congressmen, and among their number is 
Mr. George M. Pullman. He has made a careful 
canvass on the Senate side of the Capitol, and 
found that members of that body are favorably 

towards having a memorial buildmg 
exercises ih this city in 1892 and leaving the ques- 
tion of a World’s Fair in abeyance until 1893. 
Neither New York nor Chicago Republicans are 
anxious to have the Fair take place in either city 
during the Presidentiai campaign, and it is there- 
fore considered advisable to let the Fair ques- 
tion go over until after a President has been 
chosen and the machinery of Government is in 
working order. 

It is needless to say that the Chicagoans 
are not responsible for these publications. 
They don’t propose to have 4. 000,000 or 
$5,000,000 wasted on a permanent building at 
Washington, and they are not asking that 
the Fair be put off until 1893. They are not 
afraid to have it held in a Presidential year. 
The most that has been said is that if Con- 
gress finds there will not be time to properly 
prepare for an International Exposition in 
1892 it can fix the date a year later. But that 
is a matter to be determined when the legis- 
lation is under way and when the details are 
perfected. Toassume at present that the 
date should be fixed at 1803 is premature. 
The Chicago people are working, first, to 
have Congress agree that che Fair shall be 
held; and, second, that it shall be held in 
Chicago. When this much is settled the 
question of 1892 or 1893 may be considered, 
but not until then. 

THE DINNER AT WELCEKER’S. 

The Chicago committee gave a dinner at 
Welcker’s tonight to the Illinois delegawon. 
Nearly all the Representatives who are in 
the city were present. Senator Farwell was 
kept away by illness but Senator Cullom 
was on hand. The net result of the talk may 
be briefly summed up as indors- 
ing the view that there was no 
reason why Chicago should fire off its powder 
prematurely by making its argument before 
the Senate committee several days in ad- 
vance of New York. This conclusion was 
reached after a full discussion. At the same 
time it was agreed that Judge Bryan and Mr. 
Jeffery, who are to make the presentation in 
behalf of Chicago, should be on hand when 
the committee meets tomorrow morning 
ready to answer any questions the commit- 
tee may want to ask. 

A resolution was passed that it was the 
sense of the delegation and tne Chicago com- 
mittee that the location of the Fair shonid 
‘pot be specified in the report of cither Sen- 
ate or House committee. It was also ar- 
ranged that a meeting of the Congressmen 
should be held Thursday night to arrange for 
a more systematic method of individual labor 
among the Congressmen from other States.

Representative G. W. Smith of the Cairo 
district said he did not know whether any 
light was looked for out.of Egypt, but he as- 
sured the Chicago committee that Chicago 
had one steadfast supporter in Southern Lili- 
nois. 

Representatives Payson, Post, Gest, and 
Roweil also spoke about what had been done 
so far and what remained to be done in the 
future. They all thougnt the outlook good. 
Judge Bryan and Mr. Jeffery explained some 
of the points which would be presented to 
the Senate committee, and a general inter- 
change of views followed. 

The managers of the St, Louis campaign 
for the World’s Fair have been making a se- 
cret canvass of the House, which has not 
proven as successful as they expected nor as 
favorable as they desired. It was stated at 
their meeting today that a majority, of. Rep- 
resentatives were unpledged, and of the re- 
mainder 71 were for Chicago, 70 for St. Louis, 
64 for New York, and 34 for Washington. 


World“ Fair Notes. 

Mayor Cregier, Lieut.-Gov. Ray, ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. Smith, F. H. Winston, Charles Kern, and 
others left for Washington last night. Others 
will follow today and during the week. 

The Allan Line of Royal Mail steamships, 
through its General Western Manager, Charles 
F. Sundell, yesterday subscribed $3,000 to the 
Chicago fund. ‘This is the first subscription by 
the Transatlantic lines, and the fact that the 
Allan line is under Canadian management is 
significant of England's choice in the matter of 
location. 

The forty-eichth official instaliment of 
actual subscriptions to the World's Fair fund 
consists solely of the subscriptions of the em- 
ployés of Marshall Field*’s wholesale department 
and amounts to $10,810, which, added to the total 
of the forty-seven previous installments, 88,640, 
740, makes a total of $3,651,550 for forty-eight in- 
stallments.

STATE DINNER BY THE PRESIDENT. 


The White House Agiow with Floral Dec- 
oratlons— Some of the Costumes. 

WasnHineton, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]— 
The first state dinner of the season given 
tonight by the President and Mrs. Harrison 
in honor of the Cabinet was the occasion of 
elaborate floral decorations in the East 
Room. Each window recess was completely 
filled in with palms. The circular ottoman 
in the center of the long apartment 
was surmounted with cut flowers, 
while beneath each of the _ crystal 
chandeliers were immense circular 


i clumps of fan palms and foliage plants. A 


curtain of smilax, caught back with roses, 
hung before the double doorway leading 
to the inner corridor, 


Mrs. Harrison. The mantels were banked 
with cut flowers. On the front of each pillar 
was a shield of the Stars and Stripes, this 
being the first occasion on which the forty- 
two stars have decorated the blue field. 

The blue parlor was decorated with palms 
arranged against the rear wall, interspersed 
with scariet pounsetta. The state dining- 
room was profusely decorated with potted 
plants in the window recesses. The center 
decoration of the table was appropriately 
a ship of state, the hull formed of 
white carnations, among which, on either 
side in scarlet immortelles, were the letters 
„U. S.“ The deck was formed of gold color 
immortelles and the rigging of smilax; the 
mast and yardarm were capped with sprigs 
of acacia. From the top floated the Ameri- 
can flag bearing the torty-two stars. This 
floral ship was arranged to floaton the mir- 
ror lake, which was bordered on either side 
with coral reefs studded here and there with 
ferns and flowers. Just beyond the ship at 
either end were tall, gilded baskets heaped 
with long-stemmed yellow roses. 

The wax tapers in the silver and large 
gold candelabra were capped with white and 
yellow shades in the form of roses. Small

All 
other means failing the board at a meeting 
Friday gight decided to resort to severe 
measprés. Mrs. Axford was arrested and 
triéd for repeated viclations of the law, fined 


35 and costs, and, failing to vay the fine and 


costs, she was sent to jail. Monday the boy 
was admitted to the school. The woman’s 
last claim, and one that creates no little sym- 
pathy in her favor, is that she depends large- 
ly on the lad’s earnings for a living. There 
is some opposition to such a rigid enforce- 
ment of the law, but the board believes that 
the only way to make the law of any effect is 
to enforce it to the letter. It has already 
had a good effect on other recalcitrants, 

This is the first case recorded in this State 
of the enforcement of the imprisonment 
clause in the Compulsory Education act. The 
law was passed at the last session of the 
Legislature and approved May 24, 1889. It 
was intended chiefly to correct the abuse of 
child labor in factories and to imposo the 
rudiments of an education upon the 
thousands of wild little ~ Arabs 
roaming the streets of Chicago. 
Under this law truant officers were appoint- 
ed and by them nearly a thousand children 
in this city were taken into custody and 
olaced in the charge of teachers, 

The law provides (1) that children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 years shail attend 
school at least sixteen weeks, eight of which 
shall be consecutive, during the school year, 
and that neglect by the person having such 
a child under his control to com- 
ply with the law shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than . $20, and shail 
stand committed until such fine with costs of 
suit is paid. it is under this section 
the woman at Shelby ville was imprisoned. 
Attendance ata private school where the 
curriculum is practically tie same as the 
public school shall suffice the law, thus 
avoiding any conflict between the secular 
and the Catholic, Lutheran, and otner 
denominational. schools. (2) Provision 
is made for the appoimtment of 
truant officers and their duties defined. (3) 
False statements as to age and attendance of 
children is made punishable by fine. (4) 
The method of instituting and bringing pros- 
ecutions is set forth. (5) Police, municipal 
courts, Justices of the Peace, and Judges of 
the County Court are given jurisdiction ; and 
(6) the act which went into force July 1, 


1883, is repealed.

Just as he leit it! On a cherry table with 
syrawling legs stands his leather hat box 
containing his brown beaver hat, swathed in 
crape, mourning seventeen years. There is 
the mabogany bedstead with its tall posts, 
low and square, curiously fore-shortened by 
the pile of ruffied pillows, the wardrobe and 
bureau, the writing desk, brass andirons and 
fender, velvet carpet, and the portrait of his 
wife, on which his gaze rested last. The dust 
rose in clouds from the gay chintz curtains 
when the shutters were opened and the light 
of this day let in on a half century of sacred 
dust.

Two splendid magnolia trees tower above 
the tomb, and the decaying trunks of the 
willows planted by his own hands before he 
went to Washington are still standing. The 
graves of bis friends are in the little plot of 
ground about. him—the adopted son lies 
there, the artist Earl, Dr. Lawrence, a gen- 
eration of Donelsons. A childless fatner, he 
adopted into his affections all his wife’s 
young relatives. Leaving behind him no 
posterity but fame, his estate was dissipated 
by hands he loved, and is being gathered to- 
gether again by strange hands that would do 
him this loyal service, finding in his large 
proportions “the measure of his country’s 
giory.”’ 

Nearly a half-century has he lain here 
by the side ofthe wife’ of his youth, time 
and his loyalty long since silencing the 
voices of her detractors... New griefs have 
watered one of the dead willows into a few 

een wands, from which the old ones will 

revivified. His tomb is fanned by the 

odorous wind from the cedar avenue lead ing 

to his beloved Hermitage, and is made fra- 

grant annually by the blossoming magnolias.

In other cities officials possessed of 
power similar to Collector Cooper can evade 
the Civil Service law by appointing men 
laborers.ana afterwards promoting them to 
higher positions.

GOV. HILL’S ANNUAL MESSAGE, 


He Combats the Australian Ballet System 
and Sneers at the Reformers. 

Arpany, N. V., Jan. 7.—Gov. Hill in his 
annual message to the Legislature urges the 
advisability of some changes in the laws re- 
lating to elections. He reviews the present 
election laws and says: : 

It is conceded by good citizens everywhere, I 
think, that all legisiation intended to improve 
our election laws should have for its main pur- 
pose the correction of the two evils—corruption 
and intimidation. All other objects sought to be 
attained are of subordinate importance and 
should not be permitted to delay or prevent the 
accomplishment of this great reform. To the 
meth whieh are suggested the Legislature 
will do well to give careful consideration. adopt- 
ing that which, tree from constitutional and 
other proper objections, offers the simplest and 
most practicable remedy for the existing evils. 

Many well-meaning citizens and volitical asso- 
ciations, impressed by the necessity for some 
remedial legislation, are just now urging the 
adoption of what ts known as the Australian sys- 
tem of voting, and apparently believe that it 
will furnish a panacea for all the pernicious prac- 
tices which now surround our elections. If this 
belief is well founded there ought to be no prez- 
udice against adopting the system merely be- 
cause it has been successfully tried in foreign 
countries. It does not follow, however, that be- 
cause the Australian system seems to be well 
adapted to the Governments of Australia and 
England, and is superior to the systems which 
previously existed there, it can be appropriately 
applied ta our institutions Without ma- 
terial modification. Those Governments are 
founded upom the theory that the State should 
undertake to perform every service that it can 
perform, while the true theory of our institutions 
is that the State should do nothing that can bet- 
ter or as well be done by the free and untram- 
meled action of the individual citizen. To vest 
the greatest control ana power of inte ce in 
the Goverment is the object of th laws, 
while the intent of ours is to confer upon the 
people the largest liberty and the greatest per- 
sonal privileges consistent with the public wel- 
fare. It should not be forgotten, also, that uni- 
versal suffrage does not exist in Australia and 
Great Britain, but the election systems 
there are based upon a restricted’ suf- 
frage. That this daifference of condi- 
ons d is recognized by the grounds of the 
Australian system in this country 1s shown by 
the fact that the system, in his entirety, has not 
been adopted by any State in the Union. Sev- 
eral States, with Constitutions more friendly to 
it than our Own, have enacted what is called the 
Australian system, but only after material and 
vital modifications. This adaptation by various 
States of different features of the system appears 
to have produced a confused impression in the 
public mind as to what the system really is, Before 
discussing, therefore, the advisability of its adop- 
tion in whole or in part by our own State, I de- 
sire to remind the Legislature of its distinguishing 
features. My own opinion is that many of these 
are admirable, while others are decidedly objec- 
tionable, constitutionally and otherwise. 

The Governor recommends the passage of 
a law whieh will provide for secret compart- 
ments for the voter, and claims that this 
provision alone would do much to prevent 
corruption, and would secure the chief bene- 
fits of true electoral reform. In his opinion, 
a general registration of electors throughout 
the whole State should be a part of the 
system. On the subject of unofficial ballots 

e Governor says: 

I recommend that provision be ‘made for both 
official andunofficial ballots. Grave objections 
exist to am exclusively official ballot. Secrecy 
of voting can be compelled just as well without 
it, and no sufficient reason exists why it should 
be insisted upon. There is, however, no objec- 
tion to candidates being nominated by petition 
as well as by party conventions; neither is there 
serious objections to paving ballots printed at 
public expense to be called “official ballots,” 
and duly furnished to the electors at the polling 
places, thereby always insuring an abundance of 
ballots and enabling any person to become a 
candidate without expense to himself, so far as 
the cost of ballots is concerned, but unofficial 
ballots shonld be permitted also. 

An exclusively official ballot, whether desira- 
ble or vicious, may of course be secured by an 
amendment to the Constitution, but until that 
has beer ‘accomplished it is submitted that it 
cannot be adopted in this State. 

On the subject of ballot reform the Goy- 
ernor says: 

There is, unfortunately, more or less selfich- 
ness, intolérance, fanaticism, ignorance, and hy- 
pocrisy which attach themselves to every reform 
movement, and electoral reform has not been 
without barnacies of these kinds. Conspicuous 
among such apparent advocates but 
real obstructionists are men We have no 
sympathy with universal suffrage and who 
would réstrict it if they could; doctrinaires who, 
though never having passed aday at the polls, 
believe themselves capable of framing a law 
which will eorreot all abuses and who obstinate- 
ly refuse te accept suggestions of practical expe- 
rience; and demagogues who, having felt the 
popular pulse, seek the public eat at every op- 
mae. und. parrot-like repeat the cry for ‘bal- 

ot reform, with no appreciation of the difficul- 
ties involved in its solution, ignorant of the de- 
tails of amy measure pro unable or un- 
willing to comprehend the. constitutional objec- 
tions encountered, - ready to impute 
unpatriotic and base motives to thoughtful and 
cautious men, who decline to acknowledge the 
wisdom of every innovation suggested under the 
alluring name of reform. It is unfortunate that 
80 worthy @ cause sbould be injured by 
such questionable and ostentatious champion 
ship.

MOTION TO DISBAR CHARLES J. BEATTIE. 


Proceedings in the Supreme Court Against 
the Chicago Divorce Lawyer. 

Srainerizerp, I., Jan. 7.— [Special. 
Upon the opening of the Supreme Court to- 
day the Attorney General asked leave to file 
a motion to disbar Charles J. Beattie, a Chi- 
cago attorney, who has achieved considera- 
ble notoriety of late in connection with cer- 
tain divorce proceedings in which, it is 
changed, he failed to await a decree of the 
court granting a divorce to his clients, but 
has furnished spurious decrees of his own 
manufacture, 

The information in the case is filed at the 
relation of H. H. C. Miller, George Driggs, 
and others of the Chicago Bar Association, 
specifically charging tim of gross miscon- 
duct in his practice as an attorney in his con- 
nection with the case of Ada E. Gordon, his 
client, against her husband, George B. Gor- 
don, in a suit for divorce. Judge Jamieson, 
before whom the case was tried, refused 
Mrs. Gordon a decree, whereupon Beattie, 
as the information charges, knowing this 
fact, gave to Mrs. Gordon under bis own 
notarial seal a paper purporting to be a valid 
decree of divorcee, and upon the same day as- 
sisted her in procuring a marriage license to 
wed one Wilson. Beattie in his affidavits 
presented to the court at the trial claimed 
Gordon was a resident of Buenos Ayres, 
Brazil, instead of tne Argentine Republic, 
with the result that notice of the suit did not 
reach him. Upon his return to the United 
States he contested the proceedings with 
the result of bringing about a complete ex- 
posure of Beattie’s connection in the matter. 


FAILURE OF A COMMUNISTIC COLONY. 


The Settlement at Topolobampo, Mex., in 
Extremely Hard Luer. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 7.— [Special. 
The latest news from the communistic colony 
at Topolobampo, in Sinaloa, Mex., is brought 
by ©. C. Remley, who joined a party from 
Kansas City last year. They were induced 
to join the colony by representations of the 
ideal life which was to be enjoyed on Topolo- 
bampo Bay. Remley took his family and 
supplies sufficient for a two years’ stay. He 
remained four months, leaving last Novem- 
der and coming up through Sonora overland, 
e escaping from ‘the hands of the 
Yaquis Indians. He is now established in 
T County, California. 

In a long letter describing his experience 
he says that the colonists now number about 
110, mostly old men and women, who have 
become so embittered by their disappoint- 
ment that they are hard to live with. If 
these people had means to leave there 
wouldn’t be twenty remaining at the place, 


| but, having put their money in the general 


fund, they can get nothing back. All are 
pad for work in time checks, which can’t 
be cashed, because the directors claim 
there are no funds. Remley says some 
of the land owned by the colony is good, put 
the colonists persist in planting Eastern seed, 
and they have thus regularly lost their crops. 
The regular diet of the colonists is black- 
eyed beans and corn bread three times a day, 
and most are too poor to buy any meat. He

Dr. E. N. Wood the Probable Saccessor of 
President Dodge—Embeztier Cortez. 

New York, Jan. 7.—[Specifil.|—The Rev. 
Dr. N. E. Wood, for many years the pastor 
of the Strong Place Baptist Church in Brook- 
lyn, may succeed the late Dr. Ebenezer 
Dodge as President of Madison Univer- 
sity at Hamilton, this State. For years prior 
to Dr. Dodge’s deatn the latter spoke 
in the highest terms of Dr. Wood as a fitting 
successor to him as the head of the uni- 
versity. Mr. Dodge died Sunday last at the 
advanced age of 70. The Madison University 
is the oldest Baptist educational] institution 
in the country. Dr. Wood gruduated from 
the university in Chicago, and during his 
ministerial career he has given much at- 
tentuon to educational questions. 

Embezzier Cortez Under Fire. 

Luis Oteiza y Cortez, Secretary ot tne Bu- 
reau of Public Debt at Havana, Cuba, who 
was arrested in this city a few days ago, ac- 
cused by the Cuban Government with em- 
bezzling public funds amounting to several 
bundred thousand dollars, was examined be- 
fore United States Commissioner Lyman to- 
day.

The death of the Empress Augusta was an- 
nounced to the people by the jowering of the 
— standard from its place over the 

- The Empress sed away peace- 
fully, surrounded by her near relatives 
and her much-attached attendants. As the 
end came the mourners knelt around the bed 
and the court chaplain offered a prayer and 
then blessed the remains. The Empress’ 
body is laid upon ap open couch and 1s 
shrouded with a white mantle. On ber right 
hand is laid a spray of lily of the valley. Her 
bead reposes upon white pillows and her 
face is wrapped around with a covering of 
white lace. The absolute peace and repose 
of her beautiful classical face is like that of 
a perfect statue. 

The eichsanzeger says the Emperor and 
the whole imperial family are in the deepest 
affliction at the sad event. It gives a short 
biography of the late Empress and con- 
cludes as follows: “ The year 1888 was one 
filied with neavy troubles for her Majesty. 
The death of her beloved husband, to whom 
she clung faithfully in all the vicissitudes of 
hfe, and the death of her son, all con- 
tributea to sadden the last two years 
of ber life. These years she spent prince 
pally at Berlin, at the Castle of Ba- 
belsburg, at Cobienz, and in Baden, con- 
quering her sorrow by the greatness of her 
mind, and er to the last breath of 
her richly biessed life, ever active in doing 
good and relieving distress. The royal house 
and the country will forever cherish her 
memory.“ 

[Maria Louisa Catherine Augusta. once Em- 
press of Germany ana Queen of Prussia, was 
born in Weimar, Sept. 30, 1811. and was the 
daughter of the Grand Duke Charies Frederick 
of Saxe-Weimar. Her mother was the daughter 
of Paul L. Emperor of Russia. She was brought 
up at the court of. her grandfather, Charles Au- 
gustus, the friend of Goetne, and it was her 
proudest boast that she Was a pupil of the great 
poet. Goethe speaksia one of his volumes of 
the “‘many-sidea and harmonious culture of the 
Princess Augusta. Her eldest sister and 
herself married brothers, the former Prince 
Charles of Prussia and she Prince William, 
afferward King and Emperor. Her marriage 
occurred June 11, 1829. Twochildren were born 
to them. She was, during her whole life, the 
patroness of letters, science, und art, and, in late 
years, of many forms of benevolence. She took 
@ great interest, during the Franco-Prussian 
war. in the wounded soldiers, and labored inces- 
santly for their relief. In 1872 she founded at 
Charlottenburg a Seminary for the education of 
the daughters of officers wno fell in the war, and 
designed buildimgs for the poor in Berlin after the 
plan of those of Mr. Peabody in London. Brought 
up at the feet of Herder, in the traditions of 
the intellectual court of Weimar, she generally 
surrounded herself with professors of learning. 
Humboldt, Diffenbach, and uch were her 
friends, and when she became Queen she drew 
to the court Bertold Auerbacn, Werder, and 
Gustav zu Pulitz, while no important library or 
artistic work has been Drought out without some 
expression of her interest. Her uitra-aristocratic 
spirit could not understand that the royal will 
should submit to that of the people, and to her 
is usually attributed the most ovstinate resist- 
ance to the withdrawal of the troops from Ber- 
lin in 1848. 

Opposed to Bismarek, who is credited with 
having bestowed upon her the name of the 
Muse of Weimar,” she has been suspected of 
favoring the Ultramontanhes. She was tall and 
imposing in appearance, having the same up- 
right carriage as her husband, and, though in 
a 2 delicate, managed to unjdergo much exer- 
dion. 


NEW YORK’S STARTLING DEATH-RATE. 


Tuesday’s Mortality Almost Double Mon- 
day’s—Physicians Dumfounded, . 

New York, Jan. 7.— [Special. Every ho pe 
was dashed, every cheerful prediction by 
physicians that the grippe epidemic was 
on the wane was dashed to the ground 
by the record of deaths in this city 
today. It was a record fairly sensa- 
tional. Instead of a decrease, it 
showed a sudden, startling, al- 
most unparalleled increase; deaths on 
Tuesday, 285; deaths Monday, 146; increase, 
39. This is the alarming comparative rec- 
ord. N nly does the number of deaths to- 
day sho an astogishing increase, but it 
breaks the record for one day since the epi- 
demic setin. The greatest number of deaths 
in any previous day during the epidemic pe- 
riod was last Saturday—234. Of the deaths 
today 130 resulted from whe grippe.“ or 
more serious disease of which it was the pre- 
cursor; pneumonia, 67; consumption, 35; 
bronchitis, 11; influenza, complicated witn 
pneumonia and bronchitis, 17. Ail the cases 
of influenza were adults. 

Physicians are dumfounded by the abrupt 
jump of the grippe for the worse. Some 
think the specially damp spell since Sunday 
may explain it in part. hers freely con- 
fess that they cannot understand it. W hat- 
ever the cause or causes May be, there is no 
denying or modifying the grim fact that the 
epidemic is spreading and that victims of all 
classes are falling under it all over the city. 
At the College of Physicians and Surgeons ef- 
forts are being made to analyze “ grippe’’ with 
a view to determining whether it comes from 
bacteria. Those pursuing these investiga- 
tions frankly admit that they don’t know 
what grippe is. Sinee the investigations 
nave begun some thirty or more species of 
bacteria have been examined, but so far che 
analysts have been unable to discover that 
any of the species examined bear any rela- 
tion to the epidemic. 

William Moore, a well-known railroad con- 
tractor, known all over the country as 
„Uncle Bully’? Moore, died at his home on 
East Second street, Plainfield, N. J., Sunday 
morning from pueumonia, and the funeral 
took place from St. Mary's Church at 10:30 a. 
m. today, the Rev. Father Smyth officiating. 
Just as the relatives were returning from 
the cemetery to the house preparatory to 
hearing the will read Mrs. Moore died from 
pneumonia. She was 45 years old, and was 
stricken down. with the grippe“ since her 
husbana’s death.

| Beer from cattle affected with lumpy jaw 
is most dangerous to the human system,“ say 
medical authorities, Dr. Wickersham, Com- 
missioner McChesney, et ai. in chorus. 
Coupled with the possibility that the ninety- 
two head of cattie which tne city inspectors 
passed but which were condemned at Peoria, 
according to McChesney, went into beef and 
were sold on the market for food, is the inti- 


mation that the city authorities organ- 


ized a scheme to run diseased cattle through 
the inspector and get them on the market in 
this city. 

Why were the cattle brought to Chicago at 
all! McChesney says it was because there 
were no rendering tanks at Peoria, but 
Dr. Wickersham and Inspector Lamb 
take issue with this claim. One house 
at Peoria, Moran & Healy, Lamb 
States. has six tanks against five 
at Hess Bros.“, where the cattle were 
Drougnt. To bring them an expense of $189 
for freight and yardage was incurred. 

“I think,” says Inspector Lamb. that it 
was intended we should never see those 
gattle. They were to be shipped through.” 
In the circular issued by the Live-Stock 
Board “actinomycosis’’ (lumpy jaw) is pro- 
aounced a dangerously contagious disease, 
and the moving of cattle so diseased will be 
prosecuted.”’ , 

BUT THEY WERE MOVED. 

Lambo points out that McChesney, in tne 
face of this order, brought six car-loads of 
cattle which had been quarantined at Peoria 
since February, and which ne says were all 
condemned, to the Union Stock-Yards; their 
Dens were changed twice, aud then they 
porn driven through the yards to aslaughbter- 

ouse. 

“The cars in which they came,” again 
guoting Inspector Lamb, were switched 
out at once in the railroad yards and pothing 
whatever was done to fumigate them.” 

When tne cattie had been driven to Hess 
Bros.’ slaughter-house the city inspectors 
were there. An agreement was reached 
that none should be killed until the next 
morning at8o’clock. Hut it is alleged that 
the killing began at 6 o’clock, however. Mo- 
Donald, representing the Live-Stock Board, 
was not present during much of the killing 
Lamb says, and adds that no one man, hud 
he been present all the time, could have seen 
whether all the carcasses went into render- 
ing tanks or whether they were run into an- 
other rt of the building to be cut upinto 
beef. No attempt was made by McDonaid, 
so Inspector Lamb charges, to follow the car- 
casses and see where they were disposen of. 
Tus opposiuon of John B. Snerman Lamb 
attributes to the fact that he refused to allow 
the carcass of the mad steer shot on Michigan 
avenue, near Eighteenth street, Nov. 6, to be 
sold for beef.

WICKERSHAM’S REPLY TO M’CHESNEY 


He Will Wage War Against the State Board 
of Live-Stock Commissioners. 
Health Commissioner Wickersham got 3 
whole keg of war paint when he read the 
open letter of State Live-Stock Commissioner 
McChesney yesterday. Said he: 

„A diagnosis of that letter shows that Mr. 
McChesney is suffering with lumpy-jaw. 
His billmgsgate and low-down pot- house 
political talk will have no influence on this 
department. 1 deny that there is anything 
of a political nature involved in this affair. I 
do not even know what the politics of the 
men at the yards is. 

“ The issue is clear. We deny the right of 
anv individual, any corporation, or any State 
Board of Live-Stock Commissioners to bring 
into the City of Chicagoany cattle or other 
animals suffering with lumpy- ja wor any other 
disease. The other people claim the right to 
do so under the provisions of the statuie 
passed by the State. It is true the language 
of that act might give some color to their 
claim, but I contend that the spirit of the act 
does not give them the authority they as- 
sume. 

HIS IDEA OF THA LAW. 

* As Commissioner of Health.“ continued 
the doctor, I object to their exercising that 
alleged right. If they have that right it 
gives them a monopoly. The State law 
clearly provides that individuals or pare 
tions have no such right. The officers p 
by this department at the Stock-Yards are 
under strict instructions by the Mayor to 
prevent the coming into the city of any such 
cattle or animals, whether under the order 
of the State Board of Live-BStock Commis- 
sioners or not. The Mayor’s orders simply 
support the orders heretofore given by this 
department. ‘ 

„The case is now in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor, whom I regard as an honest and 
fair man, and who will look after the 
interests of Chicavo as fairly as those of any 
otner part of the State. We will await witn 
much solicitude his decision. If it should be 
necessary for him to remove the State Board 
of Live-Stock Commissioners, who have acted 
so offensively and in a manner so detrimen- 
tal to the interests of Chicago, I am confident 
that he will do so. We shail ask him not 
only to consider this great offense committed 
by the State board, but that he extend his 
investigations backwards for several vears, 
for we have information that other offenses 
have been committed, and we believe we can 
“satisfy him of that fact.

In repiy I 
aesire to state that I have been here only a 
few months, but have learned that the 
Live-Stock Board had its men at the 
Stock-Yards two years ago and all 
the time since. That there has been 
rottenness in the past management 
of affairs at the Stock- Yards I firmly believe, 
and also that the consumers of our beef over 
the country had a richt to complain. It is to 
put things in such a condition that there will 
be no cause of complaint from any quarter 
that we now make this issue. 

„ The attack on Officer Lamb is unjust. 
He is a faithful and honest officer. Prom- 
inent men at tne Stock-Yards bave assured 
me that his fidelity to Chicago cannet be 
questioned. He has served this de- 

artment seventeen years, through 
publican sad Democratic Administrations, 
and has been retained on nis merit. What 
his politics 1s 1 do not know and do not care. 
Strenuous efforts bave been made to have 
him removed.

The middle classes, the trades peo- 
ple, and lower officials are forced to return 
to the Capital. 

“ Preparations for the long winter are 
made. The double windows put in. You 
find everywhere large stoves. Fireplaces 
are the exception.

»The Russians are not early risers except 
the children who attend school and their 
teachers, who have to appear at 9 o’clock. 
Outside of these you hardly find any life be- 
fore 10 or 11 o’clock. The large bazaars, 
banks, post-office, and Ministers’ offices are 
open by that time. if you want to see an of- 
ficial better not call before 12. Laziness is 
uot the reason of this. We retire late. Even 
at home in the families no one except the 
children retires before 12 o’clock. Our thea- 
ters are never out before half-past 
ll. On reaching home tea is taken 
and sometimes a light supper. Those who 
rise earlier have to light lamps. At4o’clock 
in the afternoon night has set in. The Rus- 
sian begins the day with alight breakfast— 
tea and a little bread and butter. Those who 
have to leave their homes return if they can 
at 1 o’clock and take a hearty meal. Every 
woman of rank ano wealth then drives out 
in a sleigh which contains only two persons 
It is a pretty sight to see tne pretty f 


ing, peeping out from costiy furs. 

men accompany their wives or sisters, or 
walk slowiy down the streets, or from the 
windows admire the lovely women who 
pass. Four oclock puts am: end 
to this amusement. The eech for 
receiving has come. The houses are prilllant- 
ly lighted by lamps, never gas, y are 
mostly furnished in a rather severe style. 
The pictures on the wall show taste of 
the man, while the flowers aud bric-a-brac 
display the preferences of thie" lady of the 
house.

At these receptions number of men 
always exceeds that of the women. At 6 
o’clock the meal is served and fridnds drop 
in informally. Thore & in every house a 
peculiarity of our country. On a side table 
always stand dishes of herring, caviare. musn- 
rooms, vinegar, smoked fish, and à bottle of 
wutky or whieky. The men all take whisky, 
the iadies sekiom touch it. This is taken 
before dinner: After the meal cigarettes 
are smoked’ by both gentiemen and 
ladies and the card tables are prepared. 
This is a regular feature of our evening re- 
ceptions. We always play for money. In 
private houses the sums are small, but in the 
clubs the sums of money lost and won are 
enormous. Many men have ruined them- 
selves and this passion is constantly increas- 
ing.“ |

When Mayor Cregier saw his veteran 
Health Commissioner stripped for the fray 
his own soul was inflamed with the joys of 
battle. He felt it incumbent on him to lick 
somebody and show his subordinates that 
they were not the only ones who knew how 
to use their right and left dukes. Therefore 
he notified Gov. Fifer that if he or any of 
his boards, constabulary, or mulitia under- 
took to drive a sick steer across the Chicago 
boundary liue they would meet Cregier ana 
his policemen face to face—and blood would 
flow in defense of the purity of the Chicago 
beefsteak, which the Mayor claimed was 
menaced by Fifer and his hirelings.

If 
you are unable to prevent it;cail on me and I will 
call out wie entire police force, if necessary, to 
aid you. I care not if there is u State law giving 
the board the right to send sick cattle where it 
pleases, Iwill oppose it and I will use every 
effort to stop them, whether it is legal or not. 
The cattle canndt come here under any pretext 
or for any purpose. Our people cannot be ex- 

to this nefarious practice of sending dis- 
eased meat int is market. They should, and 
I shall see to it that they shall, feel when they 
sit down to the table to eat that their beefsteak 
is pure. Stop ail such shipments before they 
reach the city and do not aliow them to enter. 


Ali this came on Gev. Fifer like lightning 
froma clear sky. He must have been as 
much bewildered at first as was the Pope 
when he asked Father Tom Burke “quite 
solemniously *: In the of God what 
is the maning of this at at at all?’ He 
called on his Live-Stock Board tor an ex 
planation, and it was given. 

It appears that the board had at Peoria 109 
diseased cattle which there were no fadili- 
ties for disposing of there. So they wers 
shipped to Chicago, to go into the rendering 
tanks, all proper precautions being taken to 
sees that they came in contact with no other 
animals. They were slaughtered and sent 
to the tank, as it was intenaed they should 
be. 

But had the inspection of these cattie been 
conducted by Lamb, Wickersham, and Cre- 
gier, ninety-two of these diseased carcasses, 
instead of going to the rendering tank would 
have been converted into beefsteaks for Chi- 
cagoans. Hence it seems as if Chicago will 
be as well protected, to say the least, by 
trusting to the State as to the city inspec- 
tion. Commissioner McChesney does not 
think much of the latter, for he says: 


That a man having had sixteen years’ experi- 
ence in the inspection of cattle at slaughter- 
houses should out of 109 diseased cattle pass 
ninety-two head.as healthy can only be ac- 
counted for on the ground that he is a scoundrei 
orafool. My intimate acquaintance with and 
knowledge of the acts of your agent enable me 
to determine quickly which title adorns him. 

Months since, for good and sufficient reasons, 
the State Board ordered the Stock-Yards com- 
pany to pass no lumpy-jawed cattle out of the 
yards on the certificate of Matt Lamb, and re- 
cut acts make it necessary to include in the 
order all empioyés of the Health Department 
stationed at the Stock-Yards. 

During the —— years your trusty man, Matt 
Lamb, has serv as Health Inspector at the 
slaughtering establishments in this city thou- 
sends of cattle affected with that dread disease 
have been driven from the Stock-Yards, slaugh 
tered, and <heir carcasses sold on the market =e 
buman food. 


That one ugly fact cannot be gotten over. 
Lamb would have passed ninety-two dis- 
eased animals, and admits that he would 
have done it. In view of this the Democratic 
city officials might better stop their attacks 
on a Republican board, which appears to be 
the only protection of the city from im- 
pure beefsteaks. Commissioner Wickersham 
would do weil to put on his clothes and not 
stand around shivering on the prairie, while 
Mayor Cregier might as well fescind his 
order directing the police to report for duty 
atthe frontier ready for action, and pay a 
little more attention to railroad crossings 
where men, women, and children are mur- 
dered daily and a little less to Lambs or beef- 
steaks. 


RAILROAD DISCRIMINATION AGAINST CHI- 
CAGO, 

The correspondence from Lincoln, Neb., 
published in Taz Tripcne last week calls at- 
tention to a state of things which has often 
been complained of, but not with sufficient 
loudness and persistence to bring round a 
remedy. For years past the railroads have 
steadily discriminated against Chicago in the 
matter of freight rates, and their least differ- 
ential at present is about three cents per 100 
pounds on grain, while it is even more than 
that on live stock. Tne freightbureau which 
has its headquarters at the Board of Trade 
has protested against the one, and the pack- 
ers with almost united voice against the otn- 
er, but still the imposiuon is kept up. The

RAILROAD PASSES TO JUDGES. 

Ina recently published interview Judge 
Altgeld of the Superior Court, following the 
example of Judge Horton, declares himself 
opposed to the acceptance of railroad passes 
as @ perquisite of his official position, and be- 
lieves the practice to bea pernicious one. 
The reasons which Judge Altgeld assigns for 
his position in the matter are clearly stated. 
He says that he wants to be fair to attorneys, 
to be beyond any suspicion of favoring rail- 
roads, to do his duty by the community, 
which does not wish its Judges to accept 
passes, and because he is opposed to receiy- 
ing something for nothing. 

Judge Altgeld states his reasons well and 
concisely. The courts are largely occupied 
with litigation in which railroad corporations 
are concerned, in the shape of condemnation 
suits, disputes with dom petitors, and suits 
for damages growing out of injury t life or 
property. Tne railroads are constantly in 
the courts. The Judge who has their passes 
in his pocket for himself and family has vir- 
tually accepted favors from them for which 
the donors expect some return. He may not 
pay for them directly or actually dishon- 
orably, but it is not in human nat 
ure to be uninfluenced by favors, and 
it is difficult fora Judge who has accepted 
them to rigidly enforce law or to poise the 
scales with exact eyenness without some 
embarrassment. His motives are always 
liable to be misconstrued by the public, and 
when lawyers know that he has passes they 
suspect that he 1s biased and have little 
faith in the thorough impartiality of his 
charges and decisions. The Judge may be 


‘perfectly honest in accepting the pass, though 


he is accepting something for nothing, but 
the public naturally feels that under such 
circumstances he cannot help being uncon- 
sciously influenced. 

Judge Altgeld is rightin this matter, and so 
is Judge Horton, who preceded him in refus- 
ing passes, and it would be much better if all 
the other Judges were right in the same way. 
If they are underpaid and need additional 
compensation to eke out their expenses it 
would be much better for the County Board 
to pay them sufficient for all their necessary 
traveling expenses. It would be better for 
the Judge, better for the railroads, and bet- 
ter for the people. It is bad enough for leg- 
islators to accept passes from railroads, but 
it is infinitely worse for Judges. If they 
want to commend themselves to the people 
let them make a New-Year’s resolution that 
hereafter they will pay their way, and no 
longer occupy a position which renders their 
acts liable to misconstruction.

REDUCE THE SUGAR DUTIES. 

Certain persons from Louisiana are argu- 
ing before the Ways and Means Committee 
against any reduction of the duties on raw 
imported sugar, which are 80 per cent. 
They are able to offer only flimsy reasons for 
retaining this onérous tax on a prime neces- 
sity of life in universaiuse. The proposition 
before the committee is to reduce the tax 
one-half, which would leave 40 per cent pro- 
tection to the handful of cane-sugar growers 
in Louisiana, and would give relief to con- 
sumers of forty to fifty million dollars a 
vear, Why should Congress keep up those 
high duties on sugar for the benefit of the 
decaying industry of the Louisiana planters, 
who vote the free trade ticket steadily? Be- 
fore the war Louisiana produced about 30 
per cent of the sugar consumed in this coun- 
try, but now it supplies only 8 per cent. Only 
one ounce in every pound used in this coun- 
try is of home production. The people are 
taxed on fifteen ounces that the few Louisiana 
planters may have 80 per cent protection 
on one ounce. This blundering burden rests 
on every man, woman, and child in the coun- 
try, while benefit 1s secured only for afew 
persons in a few parishesin Louisiana, where 
it would seem to the advantage of the plant- 
ers to give up sugar growing altogether 
and put their land to more profithble 
crops. At any rate, there can be no reason 
why Republicans should not cut the sugar 
duty down one-half and possibly give the 
planters a direct bounty. The people would 
then pay 80 per cent tax rates on the Louis- 
iana product only ahd not be overcharged 40 
per cent on fifteen ouncesin the pound to 
give thé sugar planters a profit on one ounce. 

But we observe that the lobbyites of the 
sugar planters rejéct the proposition of giv- 
ing them a direct bounty out of the Treasury 
on the grounds that Congres» in a few years 
would grow tired of furnishing this glaring 
bounty and would repeal iton the demand 
of their constituents. Butthis apprehension 
furnishes no good and valid reason for con- 
tinuing to levy an 80 per cent duty on fifteen 
ounces of sugar on the pound when the rev- 
enue needs of the Nation don’t want it. If 
the Republican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee have any regard for the 
pockets and wishes of their constituents 
they will vote to cut down the sugar tax one- 
balf and the refiners’ bounty in the same 
proportion. The people have been sweetened 
in the Wrong way ‘too long with this unnec- 
essary sugar duty and deserve relief, and 
may be heard from next fall if they don’t 
getit. There will be no Presidential elec- 
tion then behind which recreant Congress- 
men can hide themselves. 


THERE IS BLOOD ON THE MOON,

PROCEEDINGS OF THE TARIFF COMMITTEE 

It is not easy to understand the proceed- 
ings before the House Ways and Means 
Committee either from a financial or polit- 
ical standpoint, It would seem plain enough 
from recent events in this country that there 
is an imperative demand for a substantial 
modification of the tariff on the necessaries 
of life in the interest of consumers; but the 
House Ways and Means Committee, which is 
charged with the duty of bringing in legisla- 
won of that character, is spending its time 
listening to selfishly interested persons who 
eppose any réduction of their bounties. If 
the tariff cannot be reduved without first ob- 
taining the consent of those who profit by 
ultra high rates it will be impossible to grant 
the relief demanded by the voters. The tes- 
timony before the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has been directed to the end of showing 
that the tariff cannot be reduced in any par- 
ticular without impairing the gains of those 
persons; and the inference is that in their in- 
terest all the duties must stand as they are 
or be made higher. 

Silk is no longer an article of luxury, but 
is in universal use by the female half of the 
population of this country, and by all women 
is considered a necessity. No farmer or 
artisan is so poor that he must not provide 
some silk goodsfor the femaie members of 
his househoid. Even the negro women of 
the South have silk finery. To some extent 
silk is used by men also; but with half the 
population it is a necessity of life and a big 
item in the cost of living, as every busband 
and father well knows. Those who are in- 
terested in keeping up high prices for silk 
are an insignificant minority compared with 
the tens of millions who want prices lowered. 
Why shouldp’t the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee proceed to agree on a reduction of at 
least 10 per cent on silk goods and not listen 
to suggestions looking to higher rates! The 
manufacturers would still have 40 per cent 
of protection left, or nearly as much as the 
average of the tariff. Why should Repub- 
lican Congressmen be worried by a fear that 
the reduction es lower the wages of silk 
weavers in Ne’ rey“ By overwhelming 
majgrities - men of that State are 
voting for free je, and on that issue have 
made New Jersey the strongest Democratic 
State in the North. They say it is a lie and 
a false pretense to claim that the tariff on 
silks, etc., keeps up wages, and since they 
are fighting the Republican party on that 
grouna why should it hesitate to give them 
what they want? The Republican M. C.’s 
say their first object is to keep up wages, but 
when the Democratic workmen in the pro- 
tectéd industries of the Eastern States reject 
and denounce this policy why should the 
Republican party force it on them to its own 
cost and injury? If the artisans were flock- 
ing into the Republican party, attracted by 
its doctrine on protection, it might well stand 
out for high duties in order to cause the 
highest attainable wages, but when the 
workmen themselves are strengthening the 
Democracy in the manufacturing States of 
the seaboard why should Republicans be so 
timid about the effect of reasonable tanff re- 
ductions on wages? Since they are getting 
neither thanks nor votes from the artisans 
why shouldn’t the Republicans lower judi- 
ciously duties and cheapen goods to the great 
advantage of the farming masses who con- 
stitute the bulwark of Republicanism—at 
least in the West? If the farmers were as 
generally converted to free trade as the 
artisans the Republicans would not be able 
to carry a State in the Union save, perhaps, 
Vermont. 


SIXTY MILLIONS OF BLANKET MORT- 
GAGES IN OHIO. 

In his farewell message to the Ohio Legis- 
lature Gov. Foraker calls attenuon to the 
constant and rapid increase of local munici- 
pal indebtedness in the Stete. He says that 
the county, city, village, township, and 
school district debts have reached the 
amount of $60,000,000. In 1880 they footed up 
$43,000,000. There has therefore been a 
steady increase of about two million doilars 
a year. The new indebtedness must have 
been greater than that, because some of the 
old bonds are all the time being extin- 
guished. 

Gov. Foraker says further: 


Something should be done to check this in- 
crease, Otherwise the rates of taxation for local 
purposes will soon become 80 heavy as to un- 
duly oppress the business and industrial interests 
of the State. 


Nothing will do it as effectually as the 
adoption of an amendment to the Onio Con- 
stitution forbidding municipalities to be- 
come indebted more than 5 per cent on 
their assessed valuation. Had it not been 
for tne insertion of such à provision in the 
organic law of this State in 1870 it would now 
be crushed to the earth by municipal indebt- 
edness. The knaves and spendthrifts, 
masquerading as “public-spirited citizens,” 
would have induced every community to 
blanket-mortgage itself and have stolen half 
the proceeds. Thanks to this most wise lim- 
itation, Lilinois municipalities are gradually 
reducing rather than adding to their burden 
of debt. They are paying off a little every 
year, are refunding at lower rates of interest, 
and are excessively careful about contract- 
ing new obligations. Of the new bonds which 
have been issued a large proportion are those 
of drainage districts. There will be no 
trouble in paying these, because the improve- 
ments they represent have added so enor- 
mously to the wenn of the communities 
concerned. 

If Ohio will pattern after Illinois she will 
find that the tendency to extravagance of 
which Gov. Foraker complains will soon be

to vote on them in an authoritative manner 


should be denied. If ‘the: amenaments are 
not strongly favored by public sentiment 
they will certainty be rejected; and it would 
be better to dispose ot them in that way than 
by persistently refusing to put them to a 
vote. The proposition looking to a single 
Presidential term of six years has been 
urged so long that there must be a considera- 
ble popular support. back of it and its advo- 
cates are now entitled toa hearing and a 
vote. The same can be said of the amend- 
ment providing that members of Congress 
shall take their seats in the January follow- 
ing their election. The practice of the 
United States in keeping legislators out of 
their seats for a year after their election is 
an anomaly and without any good reason to 
support it. There are many reasons why it 
should be changed, and in ali likesihood the 
amendment. would be promptiy adopted if 
submitted. “These amendments, which have 
been pressed so long and have a strong pop- 
ular sentiment back of them, should be sub- 
mitted now when a Presidential elecuon is 
three years distant and they can be passed 
upon without regard to any effect on parties 
or candidates. 


Tus Omaha packing interest is now able to 
appreciate the value of the old saying that 
what is saure for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. It built up an active business by 
dint of securing a heavy freight discrimina- 
tion, in common with otner Missouri River 
points, as against Chicago. Now Sioux City 
is forging ahead in the packing record and 
It 18 report- 
ed on good authority that it is doing so by 
virtue of an agreement with the Union Pa- 
olfle railroad. The line charges less freight 
on hogs from competing points, and in return 
has a monopoly of the carrying business on 
all the Sioux City packed product that goes 
westward. The Omaha people are said to be 
furious now that their own ox is being 
gored, and possibly will apply for the 
relief whiclt the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission is supposed to be able to give. But 
they may suffer long and severely before tre 
remedy is supplied in response to their 
prayer, if ‘the experience of the Chicago 
packers is any criterion. It is now a good 
many moaths since the latter presented their 
case to the commission and no decision has 
been rendered yet, though the wrong com- 
plained of ig a flagrant and self-evident one. 
The discrimination in freight rates by which 
it is sought to build up the packing busi- 
ness at Western points at the expense of 
Chicago is even a greater one than is claimed 
to exist & between Sioux City and Omaha.

It there are any intelligent men in the Trades 
and Labor Assembly they should make haste to 
get out of it lest they be impeached for the lack 
of ordinary Common sense, not te speak of con- 
sistency.

Pros and Cons of = Bitter Quarrel Be- 
tween the Rev. Charles J. Adams and 
His Officers and Congregation — The 
Chicago Fire "aderwritters Hold Their 
Fifth Annual Banquet—Jadge Tathill 
Lectures on Political Issues Before the 
Marquette Club. 

St. Luke’s Episcopal Church is at Western av- 


enue and Lexington street and the rector is the | 


Rev. Charles J, Adams. There is a bitter quar- 
rel between the rector and the vestry, and poor 
Bishop McLaren is being worried into the influ- 
enza by the contention. The Rey. Mr. Adams 
came to St. Luke's from Wichita, Kas., nine 
months ago, and during his short . pastorate 
has built a handsome new church. But he 
and the vestry got at loggerheads. The vestry 
thought the rector was too bossy.“ They told 
him so. The rector told the vestry to either sup- 
port him or resign. The vestry passed a resolu- 
tion asking the rector to resign, only one vote 
being castin the negative. Mr. Adams refused 
to resign, and the seven vestrymen thereupon 
drew up charges and submitted them to Bishop 
McLaren. | 

This was six weeks ago. A commission, con- 
sisting of the Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke of Grace 
Church, the Rey. Dr. Vibbert of St. James“, and 
Mr. Little of St. Marks’, Evanston, was 
appointed to try the case. The prin- 
cipal allegation was “exaggeration.”” The 
vestry contended that Mr. Adams bad, among 
other exaggerations, been guilty of exaggerating 
his former salary in order to obtain a call at 
$1,800 a year from St. Luke's, This was denied. 
Then it was alleged Mr. Adams wore a beretta 
atthe head of the vested choir in procession. 
Mr. Adams explained that he was bald and did 
not wish to catch cold. Other charges of a trivial 
nature were made. They were not sustained. 

The indignant vestry thea decided to take an- 
other tack, The two wardens, H. E. Marble and 
Wilham Daniel, and seven of the eight vestry- 
men, David Hitchcock. J. CO. Waterbury, 

N. Eiw J. . Boyden, W. 
Davidson, E. J. Cady, and: J. E. H. Wright, 
resigned. The parish clerk, the treasurer, and 
tne superintendent of the Sunday-sohool fol- 
lowed, This left only one vestryman, J. S. Box- 
er, and the rector, but they concluded to con- 
tinue business at the old stand and are doing so, 
while the disaffected vestry and a large provor- 
tion of the congregation are on the outside, con- 
fidently waiting for starvation to bring the rec- 
tor to terms. A month has passed and Mr. 
Boxer stiil constitutes the vestry. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society of the church has now 
taken up the cudgels against the rector. He at- 
tended their annual meeimg last week. They 
had almost unanimously ceased to attend com- 
munion since the trouble began. The rector re- 
markedinthe meeting that the society ought 
not to bein the hands of non-communicants. At 
this the twenty-four women surrounded him in 
an excited chorus. Then they refused to continue

Park. He is a smooth shaven, portiy man of 
pleasant address. After regretting the probabil- 
ity of a newspaper publication of the church 
trouble he said: 

“I came here from Wichita, where I was 
dean.

I am a gentleman, and I take my glass 
when I want to, I don't care to achieve any no- 
toriety over this business, and 1 have nothing 
further to say, except that I have been exoner- 
ated from all charges made against me. I have 
a growing congregation, and I am going to, stick 
whether the vestrymen come back or not.”

Curious Story of Charles C Case, » Miser of 
Gienwood, III. : 
Charles C. Case, aged 70 years, alone in the 
world and worth from $50,000 to $100,000, is said 
to be dying in want and poverty on his large 
farm near Glenwood, 

Mr. A. Gammon came to the city from Glen- 
wood yesterday to report the case to the Humane 
Society. Itis a most singular case, according to 
Mr. Gammon. He said that since April: last he 
had virtually been nursiig and caring for the 
wretched old man, According to Mr. Gammon's 
story the old man’s condition is a pitiable one. 
Rich in this world’s goods, he is wasting away, 
surrounded by misery and squalor. Abundantiy 
able to procure all the luxuries and comforts 
money can buy. he is permitting himself to die 


“without medicine, without medical attention, and 


with no comforts or aids 
mitigate his misery. He has for many months 
been enduring the agonies of «a nful and 
destroying disease, refusing to permit his only 
attendant, Mr. Gammon, to call in a physi cian 
or to permit any one to come near his mise radie 
hovel lest the aid should cost something. 2 

“He is certainly out ot his mind,“ said Mr. 
Gammon. “I ought to have seen this before 
Why, he has hundreds of tons of fine hay stacked 
around his shanty, which he has held for severai 
years, refusing to sell it, saying that there would 
be a Russian war soon when he would get 80 a 
ton for every bit ot it. He has red it out and 
keeps the ures among some old papers show 
ing how much this hay will bring him. He 
counts on from 1,200 to 1,500 tons and hugs the 
idea to his bosom that he will shortiy wring from 
$50,000 to $75,000 from the Russian Goverament 
He will not permit a 2 of this hay to ne 
sold, and it is going tor thousands of dollars’ 
worth, and he dying for want of a few necessary 
comforts of life. 

Charles C. Case went from New England te 
California in 1848, during the gold-fever, when he 
was 28 years old. He made some money and re- 
turned as far as Lilinois. and settled in Cook 
County. He bought the 150 acres of land he yet 
has about 1854, and made other investments, and 
has always been prosperous. 

“I thought it my duty,” said Mr, Gammon, “té 
report his case, and the authorities say they will

© murder of a German named Nicholas 
Tbaitin the Stinkwater Valley for the sake 
of the price of two mules which he had 
been sent to buy was the immediate cause 
of the organization of the Montana vigi- 
lantes. Ives was caught red-hand- 
ed. Twenty-five citizens dragged him out of 
& wakiup near Dempsey’s Ranch, and es- 
corted him to Nevada City. It was charac- 


teristic of the times that on their way back 


to town the party shouid organize a series of 
scrub races, in Wich captors and prisoner 
compared the speed of their cayuses in the 
most friendly way, and during which Ives 
almost escaped. The news of impending 
proceedings spread rapidly, ana people 
flocked into Nevada fiom every part ot tbe 
surrounding country. The situation was not 
regarded as serious for Ives, least of all by 
the murderer himself. Prosecutions under 
such circumstances had ended in a farce 
over and over again. This time the miners 
sent for Col. Sanders to take charge of the 
prosecution. 

A miners’ jury of twelve men from Nevada 
City and twelve men’ from Junction was ap- 
pointed. The trial occurred late in the after- 
noon of Dec. 21, 1863, before a huge bonfire 
in the — air, and in the presence of the 
whole of citizens. Ives was chained 
with a logging chain to two other men ac- 
cused of participaton in the murder of 
Toalt. The Judge sat in a wagon. With an 
ability and a courage that are still remem- 
bered in Montana, Col. Sanders presented 
the case against tne murderer, and when the 
verdict was returned moved that Ives be 
hanged on the spot. The prosecutor’s hold 
on life seemed for a time even more precari- 
ous than that of the prisoner, for the crowd 
around the bonfire was fuli of the friends of 
the gang, and Plummer’s arrival from Ban- 
nack with a rescuing force was momentarily 
expected. Fart of the mob made an attempt 
at rescue, but it was repulsed. A forty-foot 
pole was run out through tne window of an 
unfinished house close by, and a rope fast- 
ened to its end. In fifty-eight minutes after 
his convicwon Ives’s body was swung from 
the end of the pole. The campaign of ex- 
termination against Henry Piummer’s gang 


had begun. 

Col. Sanders and his associates lost no 
time. Five men in Virginia City, one in Ne- 
vada City, and Col. Sanders and three others 
in Bannack started the organization of the 
Montana Vigilantes, a secret tribunal which 
for more than twenty years continued 
to exert a powerful influence upon tbe 
conditions of life in the Territory. In 
two weeks the ramiflcauons of the new 
league extended to every settlementin the 
region, and its power was supreme. In a lit- 
tle more than thirty days the vigilantes had 
captured, sentenced to death, aud hanged 
twenty-two members of Plummer’s band, in- 
cluding the chieftain. There were no more 
public trials. The hand of vengeance do- 
scended directly and without warning. Bor- 
der justice was dealt out with a speed and 
a vigor which have no paraileis in the his- 
tory of America. The methods by which it 
was administered are not to be justified ex- 
cept by the plea of absolute nevessity. It 
was a question of killing or being killed; and 
public sentiment in Montana at that time 
and long afterward supported proceedings 
which under any other conditions would 
have been intolerable. 

JODGE LYNCH’S VICTIMS. 

The story of the subsequent proceedings 
of the Montana vigiiantes in the early 
mouths of 1864 has been told with great 
minuteness in a little book publisned eight 
or ten years ago in Virginia City, and pur- 
porting to be written bya “ Prof. Thomas J. 
Dimsdale.” This name is beheved to cen- 
céal the identity of one of the principal 
actors in the events about which Col. Saa- 
dérs couid tellsomuch. The terrible brevity 


of the first campaign of the vigilantes can-.

He was left swinging by the roadside, with 
the legend pinned to bis coat, Red, road 
agent and messenger.“ Plummer weak- 
ened when in tne hands of Col. 
Sanders’ vigiantes, and the once 
formidable personage begged for his 
life, declaring with tears and sighs that he 
was too wicked todie. Give a man time to 
pray!’ were his last words. Boone Helm 
died game, telling Jack Gallagher, Who was 
cursing and crying at the galiows, not to 
make a damsed fool of himself.” As the 
vigilantes pushed the vox away from under 
Galiagher’s feet Boone Helm shouted to his 
late associate: Kick away, old fellow, Pu 
be in Heli with you in a minute!” Then he 
added, just as his own rope twanged, ** Every 
man for his princyples—hurrah for Jeff Da- 
vis! Let her rip!” 

A FRIGHTFUL EXECUTION. ' 

One of the most frightful tales which Col. 
Sanders can tell his colleagues in the United 
States Senate is that which recites his ex- 
perience at the execution of Joe Pizanthia, 
known as The Greaser,“ at Bannack City. 
The Bannack vigilantes had deternffned to ar- 
rest this Mexican desperado. A party started 
for his cabin, which stood on a hiliside. The 
Greaser was summoned by the leader of the 
vigilantes, but refused to come forth. Two 
of the vigilantes, Smith Ball and George 
Copley, entered the hut and received a pistol. 
shot each, Copley being kilied. The excite- 
ment in Bannack rose to madness. There 
was a dismounted howitzer somewhere in 
town. Under we direction of a vigilante 
who had had military experience this was 
dragged up, loaded, and trained on the ca bin. 
Three shots were fired from the howitzer 
and then a few of the friends of law and or- 
der rusbed into the Mexican’s hut. They 
found him and dragged him forth, Smith Bail 
emptying his revolver into the wretched cap- 
tive as he was pulled into the open air. The 
Mexican was Gen hung to a pole 
by a “jamb hitch,” and as his body 
swayed to and fro a hundred shots were 
poured into it. Meanwhile somebody had 
set fire to the cabin, and a proposition to burn 
up what was left of Pizanthia was received 
with exultation by the infuriated crowd. 
The body was thrown upon the pile and 
burned so completely that not a trace of bone 
could be found. Col. Sanders conclades his

“WHEN KNIGHTS WERE BOLD.” 


Serious Fight Between Armed Knights of 
Malta Barely Averted by the Volice. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 6.—A bitter war is 
being waged among the Knights of Malta. 
There are two tactions, each claiming to be 
“the only true knights.” They hada meet 
ing last night at Broad and Vine streets 
which was not harmonious. It was that of 
the Chapter General of New York and of the 
Grand Commandery of the Ancient and 
lilustrious Koights of Maita in this city. 
They remained in session until early this 
morving, and had not the police been called 
in a free fight woula doubtiess have resuited. 
The object was to discuss which was the repre- 
sentative of the Ancient and Illustrious Or- 
der of the Knights of Malta in this country. 
The American Knights feit tha, intolerance 
was distasteful in tnis country to Protestants 
and Catholics, and accordingiy that portion 
of the principles was cut by the Chapter 
General. Ine degree work was also found 
dificult, and the number was reduced from 
twelve to eight and then to four. The foi- 
lowers of the old ritual of Scotland claimed 
that the Chapter General had no authority to 
do this. The Chapter General of New York 
has been in consequence cut off from the 
Grand Imperial Biack Encampment. The 
Knights of the Grand Commandery were 
much more numerous at the meeting 
than their opponents. Most Eminent 
Commander' Land of New York argued 
that the Chanter General was the 
true representative of the Knights of Malta 
in this country. He was frequently inter- 
rupted and jeered. He was followed by Rob- 
ert Stewart, a delegate from the Imperial 
Grand Black Encampment of the Universe, 
who said that the Chapter General was cut 
off by the mother body for cutting down the 
degrees and not upholding the ancient land- 
marks and the Protestant religion. Lawyer 
L. Shirley of New York, Grand Attorney 
Generai of the Chapter General, questioned 
the authority of Mr. Stewart, and said that 
he had vot his credentials from the proper 
source. Most Eminent Commander Pierce 
said that for nine years the Chapter Genera! 
nad been working to secure a fovthoid in 
Philadelphia, but bad never succeeded until 
they had formed a union with traitors to the 
order. This remark brought Maj. Reed, who 
is a follower of the Chapter General, to bis 
feet. He said: Mr. Pier¢ée, do you mean to 
call me a traitor?”

CHICAGO’S WIND-PUMPING MAYOR, 


What a Springfield Newspaper Has to Say 
of Hizzoner. 

Springfield Journal: It is perfectly right 
and proper for the oity authorities of Chica- 
go todo everything within their power to 
prevent diseased cattle from being placed 
upon the market in that city, but it ought not 
to be necessary tor Mayor Cregier to make 
an ass of himself in order to convince the 
people of Chicago that he proposes to do his 
duty in that respect. He is quoted as having 
said publicly Saturday to the Health Com- 
missioner of the city, in the presence of rep- 
resentatives of the press: 

I hereby give you instructions to see to it that 
hereafter no diseased cattie are brought into the 
City of Chicago for an purpose whatever. If 
you art unable to prevent it call upon me and I 
will call out the entire police force, if necessary, 
to aid you. This thing must be stopped. I care 
not if there is a State law giving the board that 
right, I will oppose it, and I wili use every effort 
to stop it, whether legal or not. The cattle can- 
not come in here under any pretext or for any 
purpose. I say this in my official capac- 
ity, and Idesire to announce that this adminis- 
tration will stand by its Health Department, no 
matter bow serious this thing becomes. 

The State law in express terms authorizes 
the State Live Stock Commission to ship dis- 
eased cattle from one piace to another in the 
State whenever necessary in the opinion of 
the commission, and Mayor Cregier puts him- 
self in a position no ter than that of an 
Anarchist when he publicly declares that he 
will prevent the execution of the law of the 


State, and will use every effort to stop it, 
' wheter legal or not.“ 


Chicago is a great 
city, but it is not greater than the Stute of 
Illinois, as Mayor Cregier would quickly dis- 
cover should he attempt to carry out his 
bombastical ama Gemagogical pronuncia- 
mento. But he never will, as his declaration 
was simply an ebuilition of wind for home 
consumption. 

So far as the controversy between the Chi- 
cago authorities and the Live-Stock Com- 
mission is concerned all that the former have 
accomplished by the rumpus they have 
stirred up is to bring red eo fact — the 
Chicago inspectors would have passed and 
permitted to be placed on the market ninety- 
two out of the 100 head of cattle which the 
commission had condemned if the latter nad 
not retained control ot them. This is shown 
by the report of the city cattle inspector to 
the Health Commissioner, and the Chi 
authorities are welcome to whatever capital 
they ean make out of that fact. As the mat- 
ter stands tnere is atleast a horse“ on them 
if not ninety-two cows. 

The whole trouble appears to have arisen 
from unnecessary fricuon between the State 
and city officiais, for which both are doubt- 
less more or less to blame. Ina matter of 
such vital importance to the cattle trade the 
State and city officiais should have codperat- 
ed co y. The commission shows that it 


did its work thoroughly and well, but its re- 


oes not show that it advised tne Chica- 
80 officials of ite nts for the ship- 
ment of the cattle ip question, or that tne 
latter were invited to witness the disposition 
made of them, which Ought to have been 
doue out of cour’ to the local authorities.

ALEXANDER GIVES OPFENS2Z., 

The Czar has given great offense to the 
French Government by granting a commis- 
sion in the Russian army to Prince Louis 
Napoleon, and the Orieanists are also much 
exasperated. Every effort was made by the 
French Government to induce the Czar to re- 
fuse the commission, and the prolonged ab- 
sence of Baron Mohreaheim from Paris is 
believed to have been really caused by a 
wish to escape a vexatious discussion on the 
subject, as when once bis Majesty had made 
up what he is pleased to call his mind it is 
useless, even dangerous, to attempt to 
his decision. It is probable 
that the Czar’s complacency toward 
Prince Napoleon’s younger son is due to his 
intense desire to administer a snub tothe 
Orleans family. He is much exasperated 
that Prince Ferdinand should still be in Bul- 
garia, and all efforts of the Princess Waide- 
mar of Denmark, daughter of the Duc de 
Chartres, at Fredensborg failed to soften his 
Majesty's resentment, their sole result being 
acurt message to the Comte de Paris—on 
whose behalf it was represented that he had 
done his best to induce Prince Ferdinand to 
atdicate—that the Czar much regretted he 
did not exercise proper control over the mem- 
bers of the family of which he is the head. 

LORD SALISBURY’S ILLNESS. 

The secret of Lord Salisbury’s iilness was 
well kept for the first few days, hardly any 
one outside of the family Knowing of it ex- 
cept the Queen, who at ouce begged that Sir 
William Jenner might see him and Dr. Doug- 
las Powell, in whom thé Queen has great con- 
fidence. Dr. Powell was appointed as a sort 
of aid to Sir William Jenner when his illness 
began, and he is now aueh in favor with 
every one at court. Lord Salisbury is not a 
strong man, and has a certain constitutional 
weakness which causes anxiety and needs 
careful watching, and any illness, however 
slight, is apt to aggravate it, especially a bad 
chill. This time the precautions taken have 
been so great that he made a good recovery. 
There was great consternation when the 
news of Lord Salisbury’s iiness became 
known among those behind the scenes, for 
had it proved serious and obliged him to take 
along rest or give up bis office there would 
have been great difficulties in arranging who 
would succeed him. 

ANXIETY ABOUT PORTUGAL. 

Prince Bismarck has advised Lord Salis- 
bury to deal gently with Portugal. The Ger- 
man Chancellor is alarmed at the strength of 
the republican agitation in the peninsula, 
and fears that the infliction of any humilia- 
tion on the Portuguese Government would 
shake the foundations of the monarchy. 
Prince Bismarck is anxious to do all he can 
to prevent the spread of republican ideas, 
and therefore is unwuling to injure or weak- 
en a monarchical. government. The Prince 
has not expressed apy approval of the Portu- 
guese position.

AN IRREPARABLE LOSS. 

The destruction of Laeken palace’is an 
irreparable loss to the royal famuiy of Bel- 
gium, for it was practically the only resi- 
dence of the King and Queen, who greatly 
dislike the palace in Brussels, where, they 
live very littie, and the King’s chateau in 
Ardennes is a mere shooting lodge. The loss 
of the building is not to be regretted, for it 
was an edifice remarkable only for its size, 
but it was literally crammed with price- 
less tapestry, china, and statuary, and 
the library contained a rare and splendid 
collection of books, prints, and manuscripts. 
The pictures were of great value, and in-

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT REFORM, 


Senator Saxton of New York Outlines the 
Features of His Bill. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 6.—Senator Saxton 
(Rep) arrived in town late last night, and 

isafternoon afforded an interview, and 
Also a synopsis of the changes in his Ballot 
Reform bill. 

In the first place,“ he said, “ the new bill 
will contain nothing about general registra- 
uon throughout the State for several rea- 
sons, If it were done the registration law 
would have to be amended, and for that rea- 
son I have refrained from speaking of regis- 
tration. There aretwo subjects on which 
changes are likely to be made in order to suit 
the views of different people who are inter- 
ested in the subject. I have adopted 
the blanket ballot. The bills for 
tne. last two years have provided 
for several ballots, one for Stute officers, one 
for county officers, one for the judiciary, and 
so forth, as the law now provides. I have 
purposely adopted the bianket ballot which 
is in use in Massachusetts and Montana. 
The Massachusetts law provides for the 
naming ot candidateson the ballot under 
the title of the office in alphabetical order. I 
dont provide precisely for tam. but have 
selected the pian that the same order shall 
be adopted all the way through as to 
the political designation of the cendi- 
dates. For instance, under the Massa- 
ehusetts law the candidates are arranged 
m alphabetical order. A Republican 
candidate for Governor may head the list, 
because his name begins with A.“ and the 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor may head the group of candidates be- 
cause his name begins with B.“ Natural 
ly, with a Republican at the head of one 
group and a Vemocrat at the head of the 
next group, and a Prohibitionist, if you 
please, at the head of a thira group, the 
voter, unless be is clear-headed and has his 
wits about him, may get confused and make 
mistakes. Now, my = is to group the 
candidates for the different offices in regular 
order, if itis practicable. For instance, it a 
Republican shouid head one groupa Repub- 
lican will head every group on the ballot,” 

What do you think of the plan proposed 
by the Albany Argus to allow the voter to 
strike out the names of all candidates ex- 
cept the one he votes for?“ 

That is a good suggestion and Iam will- 
ing for several reasons to yield my position 
if, in the judgmentof the Republicans and 
Democrats, the thing is practicable. The 
Argus is authority for the statement that 
Senator Chase, the Democratic Senator from 
the Albany district; will vote for the Saxton 
bill, and the Argus seems to believe that this 
plan of striking out ail the names of candi- 
dates not voted for by an election will over- 
come the constitutional objections of Gov. 
Hill. Lam not at all obstinate in my posi- 
tion. If it can be agreed to and bring te our 
cause enough votes to insure its being placed 
on the statute books I will accept it with the 
greutest pleasure, for it is rig t in the line 
of my original position. The first bill Lever 
drew contained that self-same provision. 
These are the only questions that to my mind 
can be debated, or upon which the Republic- 
ans will be willing to make concessions,

URGENT NEED OF FREE WOOL. 


What Has Been Called “the Keystone of 
the Tariff Arch.” 

New York Herald: It is proposed that the 
Democratic minority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, when Mr. McKinley produces the 
Republican Tariff bill, shall offer but one 
amendment—to make raw wool free. 

That is undoubtedly the most practical 
and forcible shape in which the Democrats 
can put their opposition to the. Republican 
bill. It concentrates the opposition upon a 
single point, and that the one which the high- 
tariff peovie have themselves been dccus- 
tomed to call “the keystone of the tariff 
arch.“ 

The woolen manufacturers of New England 
ana Pennsylvafla—of the whole country 
bitterly need free wool. Their businegs has 
languished and must continue to do so with- 
out free wool. Does any one ask why they 
do not vote for free wool: why they tamely 
submit to the loss the wool tariff puts upon 
them; why they do not even allow their Rep- 
resentatives and Senators in Congréss to 
speak for them! 

The answer to these questionsis given in 
the foremost of the high tariff organs, the 
Philadelphia Press, which prints conspicu- 
ousiy at the head of its editorial page this 
significant threat: 

Free wool means free manufactures, and the 
quicker this is understood by every one concerned 
une better. 

„Every one concerned means the woolen 
manufacturers, and this paragraph telis them 
that if taney aare to vote for free wool, or to 
let their Representatives and Senators do so, 
the protectionists as a body will turn about 
and repeal summarily all the duties on woolen 
manufactures. . 

This threat is as foolish as it is imperti- 
nent. It ought not to scare the wool manu- 
facturers, because their enemies could not 
execute it. The Democrats, who want free 
raw materials to heip and not to hinder or 
destroy our industries, would stand in 


a solid body against such protectionist 


revenge upon the woolen men, and tnese 
a fied enotgh Republican friends to 
stand with them. Stillit is an undonbted 
fact that this threat has been used for years, 
as it is now again used, to frighten the un- 
fortunate woolen men into adherence to the 
Republican tariff ring, to their own destruc- 
tion:

Diphtheria Raging in West Virginia. 
MORGANTOWN, W. Va., Jan. 7.—Physicians 
sent into the district along Cheat River, in which 
diphtheria was reported to be epidemic, say the 
people are now suffering from epidemics ot two 
diseases—diphtheria and the more dreaded 
“black tongue.”

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| SECRETARY WINDOM'S SILVER POLICY, | 


An Incentive to the Banks to Surrender 
Their Circulation, : 
Wasmineton, D. G., Jan. 5.—[Special to 
the Cincinnati Engutirer.}—The policy of the 
tary of the Treasury to reduce mate 
rially the number of depository banks is an 
experiment which may or may not ve credit- 
able. The one djrect object the Secretary 
seeks to accomplish is to secure the bonds by 
purchase now held by many of the banks 
which are to bé retired as depositories of the 
public iunds. 


The system of loaning to the National 
banks the public moneys was inaugarated in 
the generosity now prevailing by y 
Fairchild. He was confronted with an ac- 
cumulation in the Treasury vaults, and. as- 
suming he had no power to buy bonas, he 
loaned it to the National banks to avoid 
money s cy. In doing this; however, 
the fact is t whiie the loaning of such cap- 
ital made money easy so long as the practice 
continued, and at tne same time reduced the 
volume of National bank ci , the 
acuteness of bank officers soon discovered 
that more money could be made out ot the 
public deposits than from circulation, So the 
circulation was contracted and surrendered, 
and the bonds then made available to the: 
banks were redeposited with the Treasurer 
of the United States asa security for the 
public deposits. 

Under this policy there bas been since ear- 
ly in 1888 about 850, 000, 000 of the public money 
in the hands of less than three hundred of 
the National banking associauons. The high- 
est amount was held in 1888 by 290 banks, 
whose bonds in the Treasury to secure such’ 
deposits aggregated $57,000,000. In 1889 270 
banks were public depositories, having bonds 
of the value of $46,000,000 in tne Treasury 
vaults. ; 

A mere glance at the Treasury figures 
serves to show the in entive the banks had 
to give up theircirculation so as to employ 
the bonds then used for the public deposits. 
In the last year alone the decrease in Na- 
tional bank circulation secured by Untied 
States bonds aggregated $23,000,000 in round 
numbers. 

That the system has been pernicious the 
Treasury books will show. For instance, in 
the year 1574 1,983 banks then had deposited 
with the Treasury $890,000,000 to secure cir- 
culation, whereas in 1889 3,262 banks had ouly 
$148,000,000 put up to secure circulation. This 
shows ajcontraction of the National bank vol- 
ume conspicuous aad dangerous. 

It is true the present Secretary of the 
Treasury did not become the sponsor of the 
system of loaning the public funds to Nation- 
al banks. Just now he is getting ready to 
call in this money. This general plan con- 
templates canceling the designation as a de- 
pository of the public money of every bank 
known as a surplus bank—that is, such insti- 
tutions as became custodians under Mr. Fair- 
chiid’s policy—and retaining as public de 
itories only such banks as held tue public 
fund prior to the Fairchild system. This will 
reduce the public moneys held by the banks 
from $45,000,000 to about 517,000. 

But the success of this plan will be largely 
with the National banks. To its inaugura- 
won ‘Mr. Windom simply throws himself 
upon the generosity of the banks. Kuowing, 
as he does, that tue banks now derive no 
profit from their circulation, his argument is 
that they will be willing to sell the Govern- 
ment the bonds they now holi, because, with 
the prevailing rate for money, more money 
can be made with money than with the 
bonds. 

{f his premises be correct and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury can secure by purchase 
the bonds held by the banks he will have 
materiaily solved the problem of the reduc- 
tion of the surplus. For instance, the 270 
banks now public depositories have 846. 
000,000 of bonds in face value to se- 
cure the public deposits they now 
hold. The poticy of reducing the amount 
of public moneys to be Leld by the banks 
from $40,00u,000 to $17,000,000 will throw upon 
the banks whose appointments as deposi- 
tories are about to be revoked in the neighbor 
hood of $20,000,000 or $25,000,000 of bo Mr. 
Windom’s idea is that the corporate holders 
of such bonds will rush to sell them at the 
price he has established. To an extent he 
must appreciate the ks whose desig- 
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money: ergo, his pole oir wu 
hard pinching, get the bonds by the | 
ing process. He does notso say, but his an- 
nual report in one clause thus reads: “If 
the banks which have bonds to se 
eure their money are inclined to re- 
ciprocate the favors they have received from 
the Government by selling tbe m to the Treas- 
ury at the liberal rates offered, the with- 
drawal will considerably increase rather than 
diminish the money in circulation, and re- 
lieve their borrowers from all danger and 
inconvenience. 

This is the optimistie view: 
mat the banks hold on to ir bonds. 
Then Mr. Windomis simply at mercy of 
the National banking associations. The mis- 
take began when the United States adopted 
a policy of loaning the free use of its money 
to the favored parties to whom it 4and 
4 per cent interest on its own bonds pledged 
as security for the identical money loaued. 
It ensmared the banks into a business 
unreal and unnatural, and now fiads 
the difficulty in interrupting it. This policy 
bas coptracted the circulation of the Nation- 
5 banking associations so that today there 
is outstanding only $203,000,000 of National 
bank notes. The saivaton of the people 
after all has been the silver legislation. Such 
a contracuon of National bank circulation 
could not have been undergone without seri- 
ous embarrassment save for the silver dollar 
and the silver certificate. The wis- 
dom of this ae at BP legacy of the fore- 
sight of the West against the assaults of the 
East—becomes so apparent as we grow older 
that, after all, the suggestion comes that the 
sound financial sense of the people is west 
and not east of tne Allegheny divide.

‘IT IS GROWING SERIOUS. 


NORTH WESTEEN PASSENGER WARK EX- 
TENDING IN ALL DIRECTIONS, 


The Barlington’s Cut in Through Rates to 
New Engiand Points Followed by ® 
further Kedaction by the “Soo"—Cat 
Rates Applied oo Pacifie Coast Bust 
ness Via Council lan end Denver— 
Walker Grants Relief to the Chicago & 
North western. 


The Northwestern passenger rate war, 
which thus far was kept confined to business 
from St. Pau! to Chicago, was extended yes- 
verday to business from Chicago to St. Paul, 
making the rate $9 first-class and $7 secord- 
class between Chicago and St. Paul in both 
directions. The “Soo” elimmated the rate 
from Minneapolis to Chicago on Now En- 
gland points Monday, The Barlington met 
this yesterday, and the climax was reached 

last evening when the Soo posted its new 
tariff naming $16 as. the first-class rate to 
Boston and 814. 30 the second-ciass, the low- 
est rates ever quoted from the Northwest to 
New England, and being 88 under we rate 
frem Boston to Chicago. Otner rates quoted 
in the Soo's last tariff are as follows: 

New York,$21.50 first-class and $19.90 second- 

class; Hartford, $18.68 and $17.03; Halifax, 
$29 and $28; Burlington, Vt, $16; Utica, N. 

V., $19.22 While the “Soo” does not re 
gard this cut as necessarily decisive, it 
thinks it may bring matters to a head and 
feave it the victor, as the officiais assert 
they will not yield until their differential is 
allowed. A new feature was added to the 
situation yesterday by the announcement 
that une Mionesota Eastern, the Manitoba, 
and the South Shore would meet ali the 
„ Soo's rates via Duluth. 

The “Soo” line demands a differential of 
$1.20 to Boston, and says it will keep up the 
fignt until the Burlington and otber lines 
consent to allow it. The trunk line and 
Central Traffic Association ro ads do not pro- 
pose to become in vol ved in the war, and wey 
ay they will demand their full proportion 
of regular tariff rates as in effect previous to 
the commencement of hostilities. It is stated, 
however, that one or two of the roads ruo- 
ning east from Chicagodo prorate with tne 
Burlington and other St. Paul roads at the 
cut rates. A meeting of the Eastern roads 
was held yesterday for the purpose of taking 
action in the matter, and while the senti- 
ment prevailed that the roads should refuse 
to prorate at tne cut rate definite action was 
postponed owing to the uncertainity whether 
any of the roads are in league with me St 
Paul roads. 

Strong efforts are being made to prevent 
the demoralizauon from spreading to Mis- 
souri River points. On through Pacific coast 
business the cut rates are being applhed via 
Council Biuffs and Denver. It is hardly 
probable that under existing circymstances 
the rates locally between ive Missouri River 
and Chicago can be maintained mucn longer. 
The scalpers are well supplied wind tickets 
and cut rates can be obtained at their offices, 
The maintenance of tariff rates to the Mis- 
sour: River at me regular ticket offices thus 
becomes a farce. All the roads pay ex- 
orvitant commissions to scalpers and others 
te enatle mem to cut ine rates. Tickets 
have not only been placed in the hands of 
the regular agents at the Grand Pacific and 
Palmer House, but the hotel cierks at all 
the second-class hotels in the city are 
Mlowed to give orders for tickets on the 
various roads, for which service they receive 
large commissions. Demands dave been 
made upon Chairman Walker of de Gen- 
tleman’s Association” that he enforce the 

reement and prevent willful demoraliza- 
tie nofrates by associauon roads. But ow- 
ing to the fact that the Burlimaton & North- 
ern and other roads are not members oi the 
association he finds it impossible te enforce 
the agreement, as some of tne roads affected 
Dy the Buriington’s competition refuse to 
comply with his directuons, 

Chairman Bianchard has called a meeting 
of ail we General Passenger Agents of the 
trunk line and Central Traue Association 
roads to be held in his office tomorrow for 
the purpose of taking measures for the 
maintenance of regular rates in the territory 
east of Chicago.

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SOUTH CAROLINA NEGROES TO EMIGRATE 


A Movement to Induce Them to Take Up 
Land in (‘kiahoma. 

CHARLESTON, BS. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—The 
Western emigration agents have reached 
Charleston, and a movement of the negroes 
towards the West is imminent. A circular 
signed by W. 8. Eagleston, No. 1223 Quincy 
street, Topeka, Kas., made its appearance 
bere today. It was addressed to the clergy- 
men of negro churches, and announces that 
Oklahoma is now open for settlement. Emi- 
grants are told that they can for $14 secure 
160 acres of rich farming land. 

It is not probable that many negroes will 
leave Charleston, because there are few in 
this county who are dissatisfied with tbeir 
condition. The circular, however, has been 
extensivély circulated in Barnwell, Colleton, 
Edgefield, and other counties where the 
negroes are dissatisfied, aud it is not im- 
probable that the promoters of tne enter- 
prise, who seem to be raiiroad ugents, will 
secure quite a number of emigrants.

Not to Be Beaten Gus of Ghares of Békeme 
Which Be Had Purchased and Paid For 
— Unjust Discriminations in Ratiroad 
Rates in Favor of the Trust— Te Guar- 
antee the New Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Bonds—Chicago and &t. Louis Storage 
Rates. 

New York, Jan. 7.—Judge O’Brien today 
gave judgment in favor of George Rice in 
his fight with the Standard Oil Trust. Some 
months ago Mr. Rice purchased in open mar- 
ket five Standard Oil Trust certificates. He 
also received an additional share as a stock 
dividend on his five shares. The certificates 
remained io the name of the person from 
whom Mr, Rice purchased them, and not- 
withstanding repeated efforts to have them 
transferred to his name on the books the 
trust refuséd to comply with his demands, 
Tnen he began suit in the Supreme Court 
against John D. Rockefeller and other 
trustees of the trust to compel them to trans- 
fer the certificates to him on their books and 
also to pay the dividends to him and 
accord him all legal rights as a 
certificate holder. The suit came to 
trial six weeks ago and the defense 
was that Rice bad not established his title 
to the certificates, and that plaintiff. was 
hostile to defendants, haying purchased the 
certificates for the purpose of harassing and 
annoying the trust; that Rice had instituted 
several suits to annoy defendants and that 
he had offered to drop the proceedings if the 
trust paid him $550,000 for his oil refinery at 
Marietta, O. Plaintiff denied that he brougut 
actions to harass the trust, but admits that 
he did institute actions in the West against 
certain railroad companies for unjust dis- 
crimination in favor of the Standard Oil 
company and the trust in the matter of 
freight rates. * 

Judge O’Brien in giving judgment in favor 
of Mr. Rice says he had established his right 
to become a transferee under the trust agree- 
ment. As to the suits against the railroads 
and others the Judge holds they were justi- 
fied by the unjust discrimination in freight. 
At any rate, Judge O’Brien says in sub- 
stance that even if these suits were unjusti- 
able that fact should not have been put 
forth as a reason to deprive the plaintiff of 
his rights, 


ANOTHER RAID ON XYSREES’ STOCK. 


West Side Street Railroad Shares Decline 
sharply—twe Reasons Given, 

The bears raided West Side stock on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday and broke the 
price from 955% to 934g. As usual, consider- 
able excitement attended che decline. The 
raid was so sudden that the bulls, wno Mon- 
pay were jubilant at the strength which the 
stock showed, were quite demoral zed. 

The newest explanation brokers give of the 
average weakness of the last two or three 
weeks is that professional speculators have 
found out that the stock may easily be bor- 
rowed to make deliveries and that as sup- 
porting orders are rarely in the market—be- 
cause the big holders have hitherto found 
support unnecessary—the professional bears 
in town have found the stock a tempting 
plaything.

The only money considera- 
tion allowed to appear in a deal is the right 
of the o 283 company which laid the metals to 
an annual payment for wear and tar and the 
pro rata charge for keeping the roadway in order.

Gen. Morgan’s Court-Martial. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—|Editor of The Tribune.]— 
In your issue of the 5th inst. is printed a letter 
from Joseph R. Putnam assuming to defend Col. 
T. J. Morgan from the findings of a court-martial 
held at Chattanooga in 186. I will make no 
strictures against Col. Morgan or his defender, 
Col Putnam, but I do wu to say that the ad- 
ministratign of justice in the army of the United 
States came about as near to mathematical cer- 
tainty as human tribunals bave ever attained. 
Col. Wat 8. Squire, now of the State of Wash- 
ington, and for twenty years Governor of that 
Territory, was Judge Advocate General of the 
District of Tennessee during the time spoken of 
by Col. Putnam. There were fewif any records 
or findings passing through that court of which I 
did not have original and exclusive examina- 
tion. and I wish to say enrphatically, in 
justice to the dead and the living, 
that an assertion that a man was 
unjustly accused, D convieted, and 
ignorantly sentenced b partment of “ae us 
tice of the District ot Tennessee is, to e a 
least, very improbable. A few names the 
men then constituting the headquarters, and of 
course the department, will assure “you: —＋ 
Gen. L. H. Rosseau (deceased), Gen. Burr 
Polk (Lingoin, Neb.), Col. Wat S. Squire (State 
of Washington). I will not multiply names. 

Now, as to the manner of our examinations. 
There was no case, bowever unimportant, that 
came up for review and opp proval twas not 
thoroughly examined. and in case of new evidence 
nothing was left undone to give it due promi- 
nence before the case left for the department 
headquarters at Louisviile, and if the accused or 
his friends feit aggrieved he was almost sure of 
a hearing. not de novo, but in detail of new evi- 
dence. So that Morgan's conviction stands be- 
fore all thinking men as would stand the verdict 
of a jury 1 pe -six years ago, the statement of 
a juror today to the con notwithstanding.

CARLINVILLS, Till, Jan. 6,—[Editor of The 
Tribuce.|~An article in THe TRIBUNE by Mr. 
Wirt makes the oft-repeated statement that 
England will not ship goods here unless she can 
get more for the goods here than at home, and 
we will aot sell there unless we can get more for 
goods there than athome. This is the substance 
of the assertion which is iterated and reiterated 
by different advocates ot free trade and oppo- 
nents of protection as if it was a gospel unques- 
tioned, ut it is fer from being the fact. 

it is true of any production only if the pro- 
ducer can sell allof his product at home. But 
this is frequently not the cause. 

But the — will notstop production at 
the point supplying the home market, even 
though he sell the remainder of the product at a 
less margin of profit abroad. Hence it constant- 
ly huppens that many articles are sent from here 
to England and from Kugland here and sold for 
less than the price at home. 

For example, the best American cheese was 
in 1888 reteiled in * „Scotland. at 16 cents 
per pound, and a ‘pate at 12 cents per 
pound, while the 14 was retailed in the central 
towns of Illinois at 20 cents and 16 cents per 
pound 

The producer was willing to contract to ship 
to England at a less price than he could sell for 
at home, and it was hot unusual at that time nor 
is it now that it was impossible to get an Ameri- 
can cheese or a pound of it within forty rods of 
tne factory in New Yotk, or Pennsyivania, or 
Illinois at as low price as the same could be 
bought at central towns in England or Scotland, 
where it had been shipped from the same factory. 

Why is this?’ Because the maaufecturers wish 
to do somewhat more business than to supply tne 
home market. They are willing. therefore, to 
contract at the beginning of the season for a 
good part of their year's work abroad at less 
price than they know they cam get for 
the reminder of their product at home. 
And thie also enables them to stiffen 
the price somewhat at home‘ so that for 
this and for other reasons it is not true that 
the price at which the surplus.is solid 
abroad regulates the price of the same article at 
home. The surplus of all articles is frequently 
sold for a less price than the bulk of the same.
